CO of the most deplorable features of the Great 
War was the waste of human material resulting 
from an almost complete absence of organisation for 
placing people in services and occupations for which 
they were best suited. Thus it was no uncommon 
thing to find doctors firing rifles in trenches, architects 
flying aeroplanes, and scientists grooming horses in the 
transport. This kind of absurdity, there is reason to 
suppose, will never be allowed to happen again should 
this country unhappily become involved in war; and 
we are glad to find that architects themselves are 
taking steps to make the task of the Government an 
easy one in making the best use of the resources of the 
architectural profession. 


Last week the President of the R.I.B.A. described to 
a meeting of the Press the steps which, with the 
approval of the Minister of Civil Defence and the Minister 
of Labour, the Royal Institute of British Architects are 
taking towards the compilation of a National Register 
of Architects, which will be placed at the disposal of the 
Government for use in the event of a national emer- 
gency. All registered architects will shortly receive 
duplicate index cards, on which they will be asked to 
give particulars of their qualifications and experience. 
The information received is to be classified and formed 
into two complete card indexes—one of which will be 
handed over to the Ministry of Labour and the other 
retained by the R.I.B.A. All information will be 
regarded as confidential to the Government Depart- 
ments concerned; the scheme is voluntary and in- 
volves no obligations on those who register. 


The scheme originated in the early days of the crisis 
last September, when the R.I.B.A. offered their services 
to the Minister for Co-ordination of Defence, to ensure 
that the architectural profession should be at the dis- 
posal of the Government for use on any national work 
they desired. This followed a similar offer of service 
made more than a year earlier. 


A central Emergency Panel was set up in London 
by the R.I.B.A., and the sixty-eight Allied Architect- 
ural Societies and Branches in the Provinces were 
asked at once to set up local Panels to deal with the 
needs of their respective areas, and to work in co- 
operation with the Central Panel. After the crisis, the 
R.I.B.A. took steps to create an efficient organisation 
that could come into use in time of crisis. The National 
— of Architects is one of the first results of this 
work, 


No announcement can be made regarding the services 
which architects would be called on to perform, as this 
is subject to Government decision. It can be said, 
however, that the R.I.B.A. have already taken steps, at 
the request of the Government, to instruct architects 
in the special technique of Structural A.R.P. A con- 
ference on this subject, opened by the Home Secretary, 
Sir Samuel Hoare, was, it will be remembered, held at 
the R.I.B.A. last June. A series of similar conferences 
in the principal provincial centres will be concluded in 
January. The A.R.P. Department of the Home Office 
has made available for use at these conferences a large 
amount of confidential technical information compiled 
in recent years. Provincial conferences have so far 
been held ‘in Leeds, Birmingham, Hull, Liverpool, 
Manchester, Newcastle-upon-Tyne, Norwich, Reading, 
Plymouth, Exeter, Belfast, and Nottingham. The re- 
maining conferences of the series are to be held in Glas- 
gow, Cardiff and Swansea. 


Several of the R.I.B.A. Allied and Associated Societies 
have also placed their services at the disposal of local

authorities in their areas in connection with A.R.P. 
demolition work. Volunteer squads, officered by archi- 
tects, have been formed in co-operation with local 
branches of the National Federation of Building Trade 
Employers and the National Federation of Building 
Trade Operatives. 


We understand that, in.all, some 1,500 architects will 
be approached. We would urge them. to help this 
voluntary movement to assist the compilation of a 
national register by filling in their cards with as little 
delay as possible. 


“THE ROAD SOUTH” 


"TE Secretary of the R.I.B.A., we notice, has been 

speaking words of wisdom to his fellow-countrymen. 
Addressing students of the Glasgow School of Archi- 
tecture, he told them that Scotland was suffering from 
the gravitational pull of the south. ‘‘ Many of those 
who have gone south in the last 50 years have become 
great figures in the architectural world. It is time that 
process came to a stop,” he declared. ‘‘ There is plenty 
of good work waiting to be done in Scotland and it is 
for the present generation of young architects to do it.” 


While this may be nothing less than the truth, Sir 
Ian MacAlister is a poor advocate of this particular 
cause. From time immemorial the road for the “lad of 
parts” has been that to the south, and the Secretary 
of the R.I.B.A. is certainly to be numbered among those 
who have brought benefit to the Sassenach and honour to 
their native land. His example, we fear, is not likely 
to induce young Scotsmen to stay north of the Tweed ; 
rather the contrary. 


It is doubtful, in any case, whether any amount of 
advice will stop a process whose roots are economic. 
Lack of opportunity in their own country to utilise 
their talents sets the feet of Scotsmen upon the down- 
ward path to England. Architects, particularly, 
cannot create work ; they can only stand by to offer 
their services when required, and although there is a 
considerable amount of construction going on in Scot- 
land just now, a high proportion is in the hands of local 
authorities, and opportunities for private practice are 
not large. Consequently, those young men and women 
who hope eventually to reach the top in private practice 
have little choice expect to look further afield. 


So, until England pays the Scots a subsidy to remain 
in the land of their birth, we fear that the border road 
will still resound to the tramp of fully-fledged architects, 
with T-squares on shoulder, sound principles in their 
minds and in their hearts an unquenchable faith in their 
future.

Imperial Airways’ Headquarters: 
Approaching Completion. 

IMPERIAL AIRWAYS’ new terminus and 
head office at Victoria is fast arriving at 
completion, as may be seen from an 
illustration on this page, which shows the 
back of the building and part of the 
private platform from which passengers 
will embark for the Empire base at 
Southampton. The front has a curved 
facade, with a driveway for coaches to and 
from the aerodrome at Croydon. There 
is a ceremonial gateway in front, and on 
top of it stands a group of statuary repre- 
senting ‘‘ Speed,” the winged figures 
being 20 ft. high. Imperial Airways’ 
entire headquarters, staff will probably 
move in early in 1939. 

In sharp contrast to this building is the 
little cottage in Semley-place, Victoria, 
also shown on this page. From the 
windows of this house, tucked away near 
the Airways’ headquarters, we are told 
that ‘‘ Peter the shepherd (whoever he 
may have been) once looked out over the 
pastures and hedges of Ebury Farm, and 
watched his sheep browsing in the shadow 
of oak tree and haystack.”

The Henry Saxon Snell

OBITUARY 


It is with great regret that we announce 
the death of Mr. Arthur Keen, F.R.I.B.A., 
which occurred at Limpsfield, Surrey, on 
December 15. Arthur Keen’s career was 
not spectacular, and though little known 
to the public he was well known and held 
in high regard by the members of his pro- 
fession. Born in 1861, he was educated at 
the City of London School. On leaving 
school he entered the office of the late Mr. 
Norman Shaw, and subsequently com- 
menced in practice on his own account at 
4, Raymond Buildings, Gray’s Inn. He 
was elected a Fellow of the Royal Institute 
of British Architects in 1904, was 
honorary secretary of the Institute from 
1919-1925, and a vice-president from 1925- 
1927. 


He was always interested in architec- 
tural education, and was for many years 
an active member of the Architectural 
Association, being President from 1910- 
1911: he was Secretary to the Board of 
Architectural Education from 1917-1919. 


Arthur Keen’s principal work was in 
connection with domestic architecture, 
but he also erected schools, offices, fac- 
tories and churches; and he designed the 
Baptist Church House in Southampton- 
row, which was one of the first buildings 
to be erected after the construction of 
Kingsway. 







His principal public work was in con- 
nection with the Thames Bridges Confer- 
ence; and in 1930 he published a book on 
Charing Cross Bridge. 

He was a great admirer of Christopher 
Wren, and interested himself actively in 
jhe question of the preservation of the 
City Churches. 

His capacity as an architect we need not 
discuss here. He believed that architec- 
ture was the noblest of the arts, and in his 
professional practice he was never willing 
to delegate important work to  subor- 
dinates, but practised his belief that the 
true architect must settle the design per- 
sonally and must supervise the work in 
all its details. Even to the end he could 
be found sitting at his drawing desk. He 
was a fine and accomplished draughtsman. 

Whilst appreciating to the full his duty 
to his client, Keen was never prepared to 
subordinate his ideas of what was right 
in the interest of good architecture and 
often refused work because he felt that his 
client’s instructions must require him to 
produce something which he regarded as 
unworthy or in bad taste. 

In private life he was a delightful com- 
panion; he had an excellent sense of 
humour, a ready fund of apt and amus- 
ing stories, and an immense knowledge 
extending over a wide range of subjects. 
No one who ever met him in the intimacy 
of his home came away without feeling 
stimulated and that he had learnt some- 
thing new and profitable; and in time of 
sorrow no one could move more softly. 


His outstanding characteristics were 
his absolute sincerity, his firm attachment 
to what he conceived to be right, an un- 
assumed modesty, a hatred of anything 
ugly or in bad taste, and a charming and 
courtly manner. 

But of all his characteristics the one 
by which he will be remembered with 
genuine affection was his immense kind- 
ness to the young. He never talked down 
to them, was never dogmatic, but was ever 
charming and ready to give wise advice 
and the benefit of his ripe experience to 
any struggling architect who might be in 
reed of help. There are many hundreds 
who will remember him as a kind, con- 
siderate and valued friend, who over a 
long period of years, gave of his best for 
his country, his profession and his pro- 
fessional brethren. These admired and 
esteemed him whilst the light lasted, and 
will cherish his memory now that the 
light has gone out.

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THE PAINTER’S DILEMMA 


December 16.—At this moment I am sit- 
ting in the writing-room of a well-known 
club. As the journalist usually says, “ for 
obvious reasons we will name no names.” 
As most of the members over forty in 
this club say, “No names, no pack 
drill.” 

The point I wish to make is that the 
members of this rendezvous are for the 
most part painters. There are a few archi- 
tect members, a scattering of honorary 
members drawn from the ranks of doctors, 
musicians and lawyers. 

The club is well run; food is good and 
cheap; there are celebrities as well as un- 
knowns; and in winter there are Sunday 
evening entertainments. At one time it 
was a happy place, but the happiness is 
fast giving way to a sense of struggle, 
which makes one ruminate. 

* * * 

Their job is painting, and that particu- 
iar Art is not so flourishing as it was. 
Not only is that Art not flourishing, but 
the future looks black; and architects are 
blamed for a good deal of what has gone 
wrong. 

“Architects design buildings the in- 
teriors of which leave no spaces for paint- 
ings”’; ‘‘ Architects do not commission 
murals and sculptures as they used to”; 
“ Architects are the arch-enemies of Art ”’; 
and so ad infinitum. 

In short, our profession is called upon 
to account for this loss of real work in the 
visual arts, and one wonders how true 
these remarks can be. 

That Painting, as an Art, is fast losing 
a great deal of its value in contemporary 
life there can be no question. There must 
be reasons for its so doing, and these rea- 
sons are, presumably, worth inquiring 
into.

Most painters are divided into the 
realms of portraiture and landscape. 
Portraiture is an affair of vanity, and I 
very much doubt whether I have any real 
desire to possess portraits of myself at 
300 guineas a time. Of all forms of paint. 
ing, portraiture is the one most likely to 
retain its popularity, but I do not feel 
confident that even this form will enjoy 
such a retention. 

People are becoming more aware of 
reality—less snobbish in their outlook— 
and the album of photographs satisfies 
the realistic growth of a family; the por- 
_ trait less and less satisfies with its flatter- 
ing unrealism. Ancestors are not exactly 
at a premium in these days, when one is 
forced more and more to behave accord- 
ing to one’s own merits, and less accord- 
ing to the demerits of one’s great-grand- 
father, so that even the apathy of ances- 
tral portraits will soon disappear. 

In fact, I can truly see no future in the 
painter as a portraitist. He must face 
facts and decide he is working “on a 
loser.”’ A last nail (to change the meta- 
phor) in this coffin is the colour photo- 
graph, which is decried—quite rightly— 
by the painter as being utterly unreal, but 
that is what I should call “ wishful 
thinking.” 

The painter, in common with all those 
who want to think along certain lines, is 
like the proverbial ostrich. He will not 
see that when an outsider states that he 
does not want a thing, no amount of intel- 
lectual acrobatics will convince him per- 
manently that he, the outsider, is wrong. 
In short, he says what he feels; thoughts 
cannot change him.

{not by JosHua ReyNno.ps, a painter, but

by WiLL1aM CHAMBERS, an architect), I am 
told that there were 600 painters in Lon- 
don (the figures are those of Tuomas Duc- 
DALE, A.R.A.); and that probably 8,000 in- 
dividuals aré undergoing the grand 
sufferings of the artist at this moment. 
What on earth is the function of those 
present 8,000? 

* * * 

Let us, in this wholesale indictment 
against architects, find out what artists 
can do to help architects, and afterwards 
attempt a conclusion. 

Most painters, of necessity, are medi- 
ocre artists. The quality of art is rare in 
its finest sense and demands a great deal 
of understanding and natural talent in 
the execution, I am prepared to say that 
the average artist has nothing of great 
moment to say, and that I prefer a repro- 
duction of Rempranpt, Van Goan, RENorR, 
CEZANNE, Or CANALETTO to a hundred 
originals of mediocre painters. The re- 
productions are good, the subjects in- 
finitely finer in conception and the prints 
cheaper than the 8,000 real live painters’ 
work. How can one look at a Medici 


‘print of Canaletto’s view of Richmond 


House for two guineas and go out and 
buy an inferior contemporary landscape 
for 35 guineas in Bond-street ? 

* * ¥* 

Up to this point we can prove that archi- 
tects have no part in this wholesale side- 
slip of painting. It is the painters them- 
selves. A number of intelligent and ad- 
vanced painters have seen the red light, 
and the Society of Contemporary Litho- 
graphers is one small answer. Their 
prints have the value of being originals, 
and it is a partial solution—but I say 
“‘ partial ” advisedly, because no painter 
going into lithography and producing 
prints at 30s. a time can hope to make a 
reasonable living for the whole of his life. 

¥ * ¥ 

Industrial art is not the solution, 
because money as the prime factor in any 
art is destructive of the integrity of that 
art. Money. and esthetics do not, I am 
convinced, walk hand in hand. 

The solution for 600 craftsmen might be 
possible. The solution for 8,000 is well- 
nigh impossible. We must leave it that 
the majority of this 8,000 are performing 
a work that they like despite lack of 
money. It is just too bad if the money is 
not forthcoming—but artists would be 


foolish not to realise the reason why. 
* + * 


Now, what of the architect’s part? Up to 
100 years ago, the architect was a patron 
of the arts. Portraiture apart, the 
majority of the work given to painters 
and sculptors came from architects in the 


shape of interior murals and exterior em. 
bellishments. 


Three things have happened to divorce 
the harmony of the arts in so far ag 
architecture is concerned. In the first 
place, it is perfectly true that very little 
money exists for expenditure on archi- 
tectural works other than architeciure 
proper. The equipment (we come back 
to the machine) has taken up what money 
there is to spend over the structure, but if 
more money were available it is fairly 
certain that more equipment would be 
bought. This economy is probably a very 
good thing, if it means the eventual 
purge of that sickly set of revivals which 
characterised the pre-War buildings, and, 
in the end, this complete abandonment of 
embellishments on buildings will bring 
about a more rapid understanding of what 


- is really required to decorate a building. 


In the second place, the introduction of 
the camera and the reproductive processes 
has destroyed the value of the rendering 
of a subject in what I would call a realis- 
tic manner. The days of fishes, flowers, 
birds, portraits, and scenes carved into 
stone have passed; and the large mural 
on the wall which performed a cheap and 
obvious- symbolism is a thing which 
belongs to an age which is over. The world 
is covered with the renderings of subjects; 
there are millions of such literal interpre- 
tations and the human mind is driving 
towards a newer and more abstract sense 
of art. We have seen the introduction of 
surrealism, mobiles, staybiles, and 
abstracts, and, while none of these may 
represent the answer, the fact of their 
existence suggests that there is a striving 
for this new form of art. 


In the third place, there exists (in what 
is a very restless period) the desire to work 
in what might be best called a fragment- 
ary way. If painters want to work with 
architects it is useless producing easel 
pictures of flowers, rooms and such like 
things, which, at best, can only be 
described as fragments. The original 
artist who formed part of the architec- 
tural trio was a craftsman and a worker. 


And so there is the possibility of 
painters coming back into architecture to 
their eventual profit, but I feel it necds 
just these three things which are so !m- 
portant and so revolutionary to the 
present conception : — 

First, economy never stopped a thing 
which was right. In short, the economy 
which typifies present-day building would 
most certainly. give way to a lively show 
of the arts. 

Second, contemporary architecture 
shouting for the right medium of abstract 
decoration. Such decoration must be in 
line with contemporary thought in archi- 
tecture, and that automatically demands 
decoration, not dead fishes. The processes 
of working have changed (viz., the photo- 
graphic decoration by McKnieHt Kavrrer 
at Embassy Court, Brighton). They will 
have to be learned. 

Third, fragmentary work must give way 
to a continuity of thought sufficient to 
cope with large areas in a continuous way. 
The-artist will have to learn to work on 4 
job for long periods, rather than a ‘ew 
hours’ studio work, and the remunerailon 
must be more in line with £1 an hour, s!x 
hours a day, rather than £50 an hour, one 


hour a month.

Prsposed Supreme Courts, Lagos. 

The Government of Nigeria 
architects of British nationality who are 
resident in Great Britain and Africa, and 
who are members of the R.I.B.A. or its 
allied societies, to submit designs in open 
competition for the proposed new supreme 
courts, Lagos, Nigeria. 

The promoters have appointed Mr. 
A. F. B. Anderson, F.R.I.B.A., S.A.D.G., 
as assessor. Premiums of £500, £300 and 
£200 are to be paid. Designs should be 
addressed to The Crowns Agents for the 
Colonies, 4, Millbank, London, 8.W.1, and 
endorsed ‘‘ Design for Proposed New 
Supreme Courts,” not later than June 30, 
1939. Questions must be received on or 
before February 14, 1939. Conditions, site 
plans, ete., may be obtained from the 
address given on deposit of £1 1s. All 
letters to the Crown Agents should quote 
reference E467/7. 

Following are points from the general 
instructions :— 

The site is practically level, and the chief 
approach to the site will be from the direction 
of the centre of the town, but access should 
be provided from each of the surrounding 
roads. The principal frontage will be to Race- 
course-road, which faces approximately 
S.S.W. The buildings will have to comply 
with the regulations of Lagos Town Council 
Building By-laws. Steel-framed construction 
is adureals and must comply with the re- 
quirements of the London Building Act. There 
is no restriction to the height of the building. 
Construction generally is to be fire-resisting. 
Owing to the prevalence of termites, timber 
construction should be avoided where possible, 
and finishings should be in metal or hardwood. 
Exterior main walls on the south, west and 
east are to be protected from the sun. Simi- 
larly, no direct roof lighting of courts or 
internal rooms is possible. No restrictions 
will be placed on competitors as to style. 
Economy of planning and design is essential 
aud the use of architectural ornament either 
internally or externally is to be restricted. ° 

Cost.—The cost of building, including the 
following items, is restricted to £100,000: 
furnishing of courts (not offices) ; water supply 
and fittings; electric lighting, installation and 
fittings and call buzzers for staff and messen- 
gers, electric clock systems, etc. ; water-borne 
sewage system and fittings; two private pas- 
senger lifts from ground floor to top floor, 
with access to each floor. 
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In preparing their estimate of costs com- 
petitors should work on a basis of 1s. 10d. 
per cu. ft. maximum, to include all items 
listed above. 

The building is to be planned on not more 
than three floors. Planning and arrangement 
of the courts should be as for English courts. 
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A building of this type calls for an marie 
public entrance and a spacious and dignifie 

assembly hall to the Courts. The assembly 
hall should be planned to allow of this being 
easily cleared, and a large car park should be 
provided in addition to the covered garages 
called for in the schedule of accommodation.

Effect of Town and Country Planning and 
Restriction of Ribbon Development.

Sir,—The publication by Septimus 
Warwick of his correspondence with the 
London County Council in connection 
with the building of a block of flats in 
Princes Gate will have the sympathetic 
approval of a number of architects. It 
would appear as if the title of the Act 
should have been ‘‘ Town and Country 
Planning and Restriction of Building De- 
velopment,” and would more accurately 
describe the result of its administration. 

Mr. Warwick mentions the intervention 
of the Valuer of the Council; surely this 


appears to be the addition of-an unneces-, 


sary official in connection with building, 
and we can only hope that this correspon- 
dence, and similar cases, can be placed 
before the Minister of Health, with a view 
to the simplification of procedure neces- 
sary to enable building in London to pro- 
ceed at a reasonable speed.

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Twenty miles from Lyons, close to the 
road to Geneva, stands on a hill the town 
of Pérouges, which contains 133 build- 
ings, of which 65 have been classified as 
historical monuments. It is a small town 
of the Middle Ages, and has been pre- 
served from destruction. Film enthusiasts 
may recall that it was happily selected as 
a setting for a French film of ‘‘ The Three 
Musketeers.” 

In 1909 old houses, some dating from 
the 1lth century, were being pulled down 
as slums. Fortunately, Monsieur Herriot, 
the Mayor of Lyons, and other Frenchmen 
with an appreciation of architecture, 
decided to form a committee to defend 
and preserve the old gates, the ramparts, 
the winding streets and the Renaissance 
houses. To-day the majority of the houses 
are owned either by the committee or by 
separate members, who have spent money 
freely in their reconstruction. Monsieur 
Herriot, for example, owns a house in the 
Rue Edouard Herriot, built in 1440, at 
the time when the inhabitants of- the 
town were rewarded by the Duke of Savoy 
for their resistance to the Dauphinois by 
exemption from taxation. 

When the traveller leaves the main 
road to Lyons and mounts the gentle slope, 
he quickly reaches the principal gateway 
into the town, which is guarded by the 
church. This is a curious example of 
peace and war, for it is half a church 
and half a fortress. It was built in the 
15th century after the siege of the town, 
and the soldiers within could fire from the 
church through narrow windows at 
assaulting parties below. The church has 
been rather clumsily restored, and the 


ancient pavement has been unhappily 


covered with white cement. 

The walk around the city on the 
“Promenade des Terreaux,” which 
follows the line of the ancient fortifica- 
tions, can easily be made in less than ten 
minutes, for the actual space occupied by 
the town is-smaller than the gardens of 
Buckingham Palace. The architect will 
find at every step mueh of interest. He 
will gaze, for example, at the round tower 


~~ 


of the Sergeant of Justice, which belonged 
in the 17th century to the ‘‘ Maréchal de 
Courteville.”” At one time the tower was 
used as a prison, and within can be found 
the names of three women, Simonette, 
Antoinette, and Jeanne, who were burned 
in the square as sorceresses and heretics. 
The house, containing beautiful 15th- 
century chimneys, was restored and fur- 
nished with the greatest care by a local 
archeologist, Dr. Maurice. Many, too, 
will stop at the other gate of the town, on 
which there is an inscription in dog 
Latin, written at the time of transition 
between Latin and French, which refers 
to the town as impregnable, and calls 
upon the devil to carry off the enemy, in 
these words :—

From this point there is a view across 
the river Ain, which crosses the plain like 
a silver ribbon to the mountains of 
Dauphiné, and on a clear day even the 
summit of Mont Blanc can be seen. Im- 
mediately below are the vineyards; then 
the green and brown of the fields; then 
the silver streaks of the two rivers, the 
Ain and the Rhone; the purple of the 
mountains and against the sky the white 
snows on the French Alps. 


The temptation to enter the town will 
by now be too strong. Not far from the 
principal square is the village well, a 
hundred feet deep. During the Middle 
Ages this provided water for all the inhabi- 
tants, who then numbered about 1,500. 
To-day the population is not more than 
75. The water is fresh and clean. Near by 
are two of the finest houses in the town, 
the one restored by General Messiny, a 
former Minister of-War, and the second 
the Maison Cazin, a delightful Renais- 
sance family house, a skilful example of 
preservation. . This house, like the other 
houses now classified as historical monu- 
ments, possesses a notable peculiarity. On 
the fagade of the house, high up and jut- 
ting far out, is a series of stone corbels 
forming angles with the wall, across which 
long poles of wood used to be laid. It is 
thought that these poles were probabiy 
used for displaying the cloths once pro- 
duced by the weavers of Pérouges. 

It is gratifying to find that this delight- 
ful example of a medieval walled town 
has not only been spared further desecra- 
tion but definitely preserved in its inte- 
grity, and the thanks of all lovers of anti- 
quity are due to the distinguished French- 
men and their associates who have made 
this possible. 
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A PLAN FOR GREATER LONDON 


DEMAND FOR GOVERNMENT ACTION. 


A RESOLUTION calling for Government 
initiative in the setting-up of an Executive 
Planning Authority for the London 
Region, with powers and instructions to 
control the future development of the 
Region in the interests of the greater 
safety, convenience and amenity of the 
people of London, was passed at a con- 
ference convened by the Garden Cities and 
Town Planning. Association held « at 
Grosvenor House, London, on Wednesday, 
December 14. 

Sir Raymond Unwin, P-P.R.I.B.A., pre- 
sided, and the resolution was moved by 
Mr. F. J. Osborn, Hon. Secretary of the 
Garden Cities and Town Planning Asso- 
ciation and seconded by Mr. H. G. 
Strauss, M.P. 


Sir RayMonp UNwIN, in his address, 
said the Garden Cities and Town Plan- 
ning Association had called the Confer- 
ence because they wished to make one 
more effort to stir up those who had the 
power to set up an effective planning 
authority to guide and, control the de- 
velopment of London, which at present 
was. characterised by unreasonable 
sprawling over the country on the fringe, 
and dangerous congestion in the centre. 


The need for unified action, for a general 


plan for Greater London based on a study 
of this great metropolis as a whole, had 
been recognised and emphasised for 
years; the speaker went on to enumerate 
the commissions, committees and confer- 
ences which had considered the problem 
at various times since the beginning of 
the century. 


Experience had shown that a mere 
federal committee composed of represen- 
tatives from each of the hundred and more 
local government areas around London, 
and dependent on them, however useful it 
might have been in formulating some 
general principles in an advisory capacity, 
was not a suitable or effective body to 
undertake the making of a master plan 
for this country or for this, the most im- 
portant and populous region in it. Hence 
the meeting and the resolution. The 
speaker concluded by saying that they 
meant business. 


No Attack on London Authorities. 


Mr. F. J. Ossorn, moving the resolu- 
tion, said: ‘“‘ This resolution is in no way 
an attack on the existing London authori- 
ties, whose good intentions are not in 
doubt. But these good intentions are in 
fact paving London’s road to hell. Though 
each authority may be doing what is be-

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fore it within its detailed sphere, the tota] 
effect of what they are doing is disas- 
trous. . . . What is the effect. of leaving 
each authority to grapple piecemea! with 
the part of the problem that comes before 
it? Obviously they are all making tre- 
mendous and costly efforts. But they are 
in a vicious circle, every one of them. In 
their attempts to overcome their specific 
problems they are obliged to assume, and 
to anticipate, the further growth that they 
cannot control. The tragedy is that most 
of their efforts actually promote or speed 
up the very kind of development that 
causes their problems.” 


It was urgently necessary to put a stop 
to the further growth and centralisation 
of London, and then over a period to pro- 
ceed. with a gradual decentralisation and 
opening up of the congested parts of Lon- 
don. They all realised the difficulty of the 
second stage. They did not want to see 
parts of London becoming derelict. They 
wanted the changes to be gradual and con- 
trolled, so as not to cause hardship to 
particular authorities and particular in- 
terests. But the present process of 
growth and increasing centralisation 
simply must be brought to an end. There 
was no way to this that they could see, 
short of a real master plan for the whole 
London region, and an executive authority 
that would set a definite limit to Lon- 
don’s outward growth, and guide industry 
and business in such a way as to foster 
decentralisation rather than the present 
process of centralisation. 


Speaking in support of the resolution, 
Mr. CLovueH WitiiaMs-Ex.is, F.R.I.B.A., 
said that instead of our cities being the 
flowers of our civilisation, where the 
citizens may attain their highest stature 
and greatest happiness as human beings, 
they were for the most part places where 
in order even to survive on a low level 
we had actually to blunt our senses s0 
as not to feel and suffer too acutely. 
Some had hoped that the Report of the 
Town and Country Planning Advisory 
Committee recently issued might prove 
boldly suggestive, but it did not. The 
trouble was that nothing short of very 
drastic changes in the law of ihe land and 
its administration could be effective. And 
when he said drastic he meant it. With 
the country decimated already and the 
population on the brink of decline, it was 
doubtful if a large-scale recourse to the 
founding of new towns and cities would 
solve the problem. The speaker felt that 
we already had more than enough, and 
what we needed to do was intelligently to 
reconstruct them, mostly within their 
existing wasteful boundaries, Few had 
really been planned at all. They were just 
aggregations of building. Fewer still had 
been economically or conveniently 
planned, and not more than one or two 
planned with any real sense of amenity. 

Mr. Joun Parker, M.P., also support- 
ing the resolution, said the difficulties of 
housing in London must be known to a 
great many. Owing to the enormous site 
values, the houses just could not be pro- 
vided at rents within the reach of most 
working-class families. This was recog- 
nised in the last Housing Act, which pro- 
vided a special subsidy for flats built on 
sites above a certain cost. In his opinion, 
however, this would not solve the problem 
and might even aggravate it by causing a 
further rise in site values. It was clear 
then that we must create new towns out- 
side London or decentralise London and 
put industries near dwelling-places so that 
people did not have to wear themselves 
out and spend an enormous percentage of 
their incomes travelling to their work.

Continuous’ reinforced concrete 
beams run round all external walls 
at first floor and roof levels. To 
these beams are secured the r.s.j.’s 
supporting fleors and roof at 10 ft.

ground floor, the manufactured pro- 
ducts being delivered to the ground 
floor by chutes, 


Owing to the dusty nature of the 
various products, especially pow- 
ders, and therefore the necessity 
for controlling the movement of 
particles suspended in the air, par- 
ticularly in the packeting section, 
special consideration was given to 
finding a system for heating 
and ventilating, which, besides en- 
suring the comfort of the operatives, 
would at the same time control 
the air movements. 

The system finally evolved is one 
whereby warmed, filtered air is in- 
troduced, ‘at roof level, into the 
single-storey building at the dis- 
charge ends of the packeting tables 
and is forcibly extracted through 
the vertical stacks on the sides of 
the multi-storey building by fan 
units at the top, thus making cer- 
tain of a positive movement of the 
dust-laden air parallel to the 
packeting tables to be discharged 
into the open air above the multi- 
storey building. The heating is on 
the low-pressure hot-water system 
and is designed to deal only with 
fabric losses. 

The structure is in reinforced 
concrete. The roof of the single- 
storey building is.a combination 
of 9-ft. deep concrete beams and 
patent glazing prolonged outwards 
to overhang the receiving and des- 
patch docks 30 ft. and 48 ft. respec- 
tively. 

The multi-storey floor slabs are 
designed on a modified mushroom 
principle, eliminating beams below 
the soffit and obtaining rigidity 
from brackets at the heads of th 
columns. 

To avoid the loss of valuable 
space on the ground floor at the 
head:.of the packeting tables im- 
mediately below the side wall of 
the multi-storey building, it was 
decided to dispense with columns, 
in consequence of which the end 
of the single-storey roof, together 
with the multi-storey floors, are sus- 
pended up the: side of the multi- 
storey building from the multi- 
storey roof beams, by which the 
load is finally transferred to the 
multi-storey columns. 

The ground floor is suspended 
over the whole area and supported 
on concrete piers at 9-ft. centres 
both ways, leaving a clear space 
4 ft. 34 in. in height for pipe work 
in connection with heating and 
plant. ~ Internal partitions are, 
wholly or in combination, of brick 


' on edge rendered in cement mortar 


and glass framed in metal. 

With exception of the packeting 
area the whole of the floor finish 
is of polished adamantine chippings 
in cement mortar laid in sitw in 
6-ft. squares. The packeting area 
is in 1}-in. Canadian maple wood 
blocks laid herring-bone. 

The building has a total floor 
area of 450,000 sq. ft. and a.cube 
of 10,000,000~ft. The total cost 
of the building was approximately 
£340,000.

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Tue annual dinner of the Quantity Sur- 
veyor members of the Chartered Sur- 
veyors’ Institution was held on Wednes- 
day, December 14, at the Savoy Hotel, 
London, when Mr. R. T. Dadson, O.B.E., 
Chairman of the Quantity Surveyors’ 
Committee, presided. 

Submitting the toast of ‘‘ The Chartered 
Quantity Surveyor,” Tae Rr. Hon. Sm 
Boyp Merriman, 0Q.B.E., referred to the 
rigorous training through which the embryo 
quantity surveyor passed before a 
fully qualified, and added that nobody co 
doubt that the voluntary discipline imposed 
by members of the profession upon them- 
selves was all to the public good, and it was 
because the charter of the Institution to 
which they belonged was serving the public 
interest that he had much pleasure in pro- 
posing the toast. 

Responding, the CHarrmMan spoke of the 
difficulties of the quantity surveyor in making 
himself and his work known. “I do feel,” 
he said, ‘‘ that if one were to ask thé popu- 
lation of this country if they had ever heard 
of a quantity surveyor the number who would 
reply in the affirmative would be very small ; 
those who could say that they had ever met 
a specimen would be even less, while those 
who could say anything of the functions of a 
quantity surveyor would be infinitesimal. It 
is rather a pity that we are born to blush 
unseen, but this sad state of affairs is very 
difficult for us, as individuals, to change, for 
our own laws forbid us to advertise, and quite 
rightly so. ... It is still no unusual occur- 
rence to find ourselves acting on the behalf 
of a client who pays us our fees and who 
has no idea that we exist. This is not fair 
to the client, and it certainly puts the quan- 
tity surveyor in a rather invidious position. 
Often it presents a difficulty to the architect. 
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QUANTITY SURVEYORS’ ANNUAL DINNER 


If we were more well known it would be a 
service to the client and to the quantity sur- 
veyor.”’ , 
he speaker went on to say that he knew 
quantity surveyors had very little to do with 
the construction of buildings, but they did 
play a considerable part in the finance of 
uilding, an aspect which weighed quite 
heavily im the production of a building. 


Position Now Established. 


Nevertheless, the speaker concluded, he 
thought the position of the quantity surveyor 
was now fairly well established, and that his 
use was fully appreciated by other branches 
of the industry. That was largely due to the 
efforts made by past-presidents of the Institu- 
tion. 

Proposing the toast of ‘“‘ The Guests,’’ Mr. 
Oswatp Heawinc, Senior Vice-President of 
the Institution and Hon. Secretary of the 
Quantity. Surveyors’ Committee, mentioned 
those representatives of the War -Office who 
were present, and said that lately the associa- 
tion of their branch of the profession with 
that department of the Government had be- 
come more intimate as many members’ ser- 
vices had been enlisted in connection with the 
programme of rearmament. The speaker also 
referred to Major-General Sir John Brown, 
Deputy Director-General of the Territorial 
Army, who. had recently been in touch with 
the Institution to secure the co-operation of 
the quantity surveyors for works and build- 
ings required by the Territorial Army. 

The speaker was happy to report that their 
relations with the kindred societies of the 
professions and industry continued to be cor- 
dial, notably the Royal Institute of British 
Architects, the London Master Builders’ Asso- 
ciation, the Building Industries National 
Council, and the National Federation of 
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Building Trades Operatives. A welcome was 
aiso extended to Sir Charles Bressey, P.S.I., 
and the speaker expressed the hope that Sir 
Charles’s scheme, or at any rate a consider- 
able part of it, might finally reach fruition. 

Tue Rr. Hon. tHe Eart or Courtown, 
O.B.E., and Masor-GeneraL Sim ALFRED 
Knox, K.C.B., C.M.G., M.P., replied to the 
toast.

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THE CONTRACTOR’S 
OBLIGATIONS AND 
LIABILITIES—XI

REMEASURING AND REVALUING. 


Or extreme importance to the contractor is 
the question of the remeasurement and re- 
valuation of authorised variations to a build- 
ing and engineering contract, and the term 
‘* variations ’’ includes both “‘ additions ’’ and 
“‘ omissions.’’ An ‘‘ extra’”’ to a contract is 
some work which, while not expressly or im- 
plicitly described in the contract documents, is 
yet a work of the kind contemplated by them, 
and not outside or independent of them—the 
term ‘‘ omission ’’’ is self-explanatory. Most 
building and engineering enterprises are 
begun and completed by entering into a Jump 
sum or entire contract. These can be defined 
as a type of contract under which a contractor 
binds himself to execute the whole of the 
works contemplated by the contract for a cer- 
tain definite sum called the ‘lump-sum 
price,”’ and except there be terms in the con- 
tract providing for interim payments, none of 
the lump sum is payable until the whole of 
the contract work is completed. 


In lump-sum contracts of importance bills 
of quantities are usually provided, and it may 
here be mentioned that it is the custom in 
large building and engineering contracts over 
£2,000, say, for the architect or engineer to 
employ a quantity surveyor for this purpose, 
to he paid by the employer (see Birdseye v. 
Commrs. of the Dover Harbour Board, 2 
H.B.C. (4th ed.) 76. These bills of quanti- 
ties, again, may be made part of the contract, 
in which case should the contractor during 
the progress of the contract works be required, 
in order. to complete the contract works, to 
do more work than is contemplated by the 
contract, he is entitled to charge for that 
work as an “extra.” 


This principle is well established in Patman 
and Fot. leliaahaen v. Pilditch (1904), 2 H.B.C. 
(4th ed.) 368, which is regarded as a leading 
case. Of no less importance is the case of 
London Steam Stone Saw Mills v. Lorden 
(1900), 2 H.B.C. 301. Here the company 
entered into a contract to supply stone, 
and there was a term in the tender to the 
effect that the bills of quantities provided 
were to form part of the contract, and that all 
variations were to be priced at the rate stated 
in the bills, and added to, or deducted from, 
the lump’ sum price, as the case should be. 
There were variations in the contract, and 
the defendant claimed that he was entitled to 
measure up the whole of the work and pay 
on that basis. It was held, however, that only 
the variations should be measured and 
valued, and that the amount so arrived at 
should be added to, or deducted from, the 
lump sum according as to whether they con- 
cerned additions or omissions. 


From these cases, then, the principle is 
clearly established that in a lump-sum con- 
tract, where bills of quantities are part of the 
contract, only the variations can be re- 
measured and re-valued where such have been 
authorised by the architect or engineer under 
the building or engineering contract. To 
remeasure the whole of the work comprised in 
the bills of quantities means, in effect, that 
the lump sum price is thrown over, and there 
is substituted a measured and valued work on 
schedule prices. 


It is not always easy to decide whether a 
building or engineering contract is a lump-sum 
contract or not, but generally each contract 
must be construed on its merits, and all the 
documents forming part of the contract must 
be construed together, 


The following case is interesting. A con- 
tractor agreed to do certain work ‘as per 
quantities > for a certain sum. When he 
found the work — measured up he pro- 
tested that this was a lump-sum contract, and 
that he was entitled to the lump-sum price 
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lens the amount of the work which he ad- 


mitted he had not done.- In the court below 
it was held that the contract was a lump-sum 
contract, and that the contractor, as he had 
used less material, was entitled to the benefit 
of it. But in the Court of Appeal it was 
held that the contract was a measurement and 
value contract. The judgment of the Lord 
Chief Justice is noteworthy. He said: ‘It 

. was not a contract for £904, however much 
or little the contractor has to do. It is a 
contract to do the work contained in the quan- 
tities at specified prices, but if the contractor 
does not do that work he is not to be paid for 
it.’’ (Wallace v. Douglas (1910), Creswell on 
“* Building Contracts,’’ 57). The distinction 
between the two classes of contracts in this 
case is, then, that in a strict. lump-sum con- 
tract, the contractor would be entitled to the 
lump-sum price even though he never had to 
do certain work at all, though, of course, if he 
had to do more than he anticipated and 
allowed for in his tender, it is an ‘‘ extra,”’ 
and he is entitled to be paid for it. 


The same principle in regard to remeasure- 
ment and valuation is also applicable to the 
adjustment of errors in the bills of quantities 
or in the description of the contract works. 


In most formal building and engineering 
contracts (as, for instance, the 1931 R.I.B.A. 
Form of Building Contract), it is provided 
that errors in description or in quantity or in 
omission from the bills of quantities are not 
to vitiate the contract, but are to be treated 
as ‘“‘extras”’ or ‘‘omissions,’’ and_ re- 
measured and valued in accordance with the 
provisions affecting ‘‘ extras,”’ the value being 
added to or deducted from the contract sum as 
the case may be. Such a provision would lay 
down the prices for ‘‘ extras,” and further 
provide rules for their ascertainment. In the 
1931 Form it is provided (put quite briefly) : 
(a) that the prices in the original bills of 
quantities are to determine the value of extra 
work of similar character executed under 
similar conditions; (b) that where the extra 
works are not of a similar character the said 
prices are to form the basis of prices, as far 
as is reasonable, failing which a fair valuation 
is to be made, based upon prices for similar 
work in the locality; (c) if extra work cannot 
properly be measured and valued, the con- 
tractor is to be allowed day-work prices at the 
rates stated in the bills of quantities, etc. ; 
and (d) that the prices in the bills of quanti- 
ties are to determine the valuation of items 
omitted.

IN PARLIAMENT 


Slum Clearance and Reconditioning. 


Mr. Lees-Jones asked the Minister of 
Health whether he would consider introducing 
legislation to amend the Housing Act so as to 
compel local authorities to afford opportunities 
for reconditioning by the owners of premises 
scheduled for inclusion under slum-clearance 
orders before any actual demolition took place. 

Mr. Bernays said that the Central Housing 
Advisory Committee recently considered this 
question. They did not recommend any 
change in the law, in view. of the necessity for 
finality, but they had ‘made various sugges- 
tions for changes in administrative procedure 
to ensure that the possibilities of recondition- 
ing were fully explored before an order for 
demolition became operative. 


Overcrowding Statistics. 

Mr. Day asked the Minister of Health 
whether he could state, according to the last 
official completed ‘housing survey, the number 
of houses inspected ond found to be over- 


crowded, giving separate figures of those! 


found to be unfit for human habitation: 

Mr. Extior said that the latest reports of 
the Medical Officers of. Health placed_ the 
number of overcrowded houses at the end of 
1937 at 265,000—a reduction of about 77,000 
on the figure of the original survey of 1935-36. 
No records were available of how many of 
these houses were also unfit for human 
habitation. 
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** Prevention of Noise in Buildings.” 

Mr. C. J. Morreav, M.A., A.R.I.B.A,, 
A.M.I.Struct.E., recently delivered a lecture on 
‘The Prevention of Noise in Buildings” at 
a meeting of the Sheffield, South Yorkshire 
and District Society of Architects and Sur. 
veyors, held at the University, Sheffield. 

Mr. Morreau said the problem of preventin 
noise in buildings was highly complex and 
still «.‘thout universally satisfactory solution. 
Architects tended to be chiefly interested in 
transmission of noise: from one part of a 
building to another, but that was only one 
aspect, and the object of the talk was to out- 
line briefly the problem as a whole and to 
try to give some general information on forms 
of construction which make for good sound 
insulation and those which do not. 

Structural sound insulation was difficult to 
achieve, and expensive, therefore everything 
must be done to reduce its need to minimum 
(a) by planning quiet parts of buildings as 
far away as possible from noise sources and 
(b) by suppressing at their origin all con- 
trollable noises (e.g., those of machines, sani- 
tary fittings, etc.). 

As regards structural insulation, it was 
desirable to distinguish between sound 
originating in air (e.g., voices) and that 
originating by contact with structure (¢.g., 
footsteps). Air-borne sound was transmitted 
by setting building units into vibration more 
or less as a diaphragm. The heavier the unit 
the less easily it vibrated; therefore, heavy 
walls provided more insulation than light 
walls. Definite relation existed between insu- 
lation and weight, but there was a practical 
limit to improvement attainable by increasing 
weight alone. Double or complex construc- 
tion must then be adopted, preferably with 
edge insulation. Stud partitions were also 
useful. 

Due attention must be given to all paths 
by which sound might be transmitted—e.g., 
along a side wall common to two adjoining 
rooms as well as directly across the dividing 
partition. For contact sounds, such as foot- 
steps, weight was not so important, and 
footsteps on all types of concrete floors were 
about equally noisy in a room below. Noise 
could be reduced to some extent by suitable 
floor coverings, but much more effectively by 
providing a secondary “‘ floating ’’ floor rest- 
Ing on resilient supports on the main floor. 
Wood floors were noisier than concrete floors. 

Concluding, the speaker said that, though 
better sound insulation than was often pro- 
vided in present-day buildings . could be 
obtained without great difficulty or expense, 
there was a limit to the degree of insulation 
which could be secured by minor modifica- 
tions of current building methods. If due 
attention had been given to planning and to 
noise suppression, that limiting degree of 
insulation might still not be sufficient when 
dealing, say, with hospitals or blocks of flats. 
For better insulation greater discontinuity 
was required in buildings, Results quoted in 
the Building Research Board’s last Annual 
Report showed that remarkable insulation 
could be obtained between two rooms if each 
was a self-contained unit supported on resil- 
lient blocks but having no. rigid connection of 
any sort with its neighbour. This method 
might be regarded as a somewhat radical 
departure from current building practice, and 
no one could say whether the principle in- 
volved would become widely adopted,

BY-LAWS—XLIII

Shop Fronts. e 

Txze woodwork to shop fronts presents a 
separate problem. The subject was speci- 
tically excluded from paragraph (1) of by- 
law No. 143 to be dealt with in paragraphs 
(3) and (4) which must be read in con- 
junction with sub-section (3), of Section 
79 of the London Building Act, 1930, that 
sub-section still standing unrepealed. 

Paragraph (3) of the by-law limits the 
height of a shop front.to 25 feet. A 
sinular requirement appears in the Act 


of 1930, where in sub-section (4) of Section . 


79 it was requiréd that “no part of the 
woodwork of any shop front ’’ should be 
fixed at a greater height than 25 ft. 

In the by-law adaptation, the words 
“of the. woodwork ”’ have béen omitted, 


thus bringing under the control of this- 


by-law , every part of. any shop front, 
whether of. combustible material or of 
incombustible. 

Sub-section (4) of Section 79 of the Act 
went on to prohibit the woodwork of any 
shop front being fixed within 4 in. of the 
centre of the party wall or (in the 
absence of a party wall) of the face of 
the wall of the adjoining premises, unlé8s 
a pier of incombustible material 4 in. 
wide and projecting an inch in front of 
such woodwork were interposed between 
the woodwork and the centre of the party 
wall or face of the adjoining, external 
wall, as the case might be. In that case 
the woodwork would still be 4 in. distant, 
and the alternative of the screening pier 
is meaningless. However, the require- 
ment has been incorporated in the by- 
law without the absurd alternative men- 
tioned in the Act, but again with the ex- 
clusion of the reference to “‘ woodwork.” 

A new requirement is introduced in this 
paragraph - of: the by-laws which is 
evidently intended to meet a recent de- 
velopment in shop-front design whereby 
it sometimes happens that a shop front 
has a considerable projection and the 
returned ends of the front are glazed. 
Where two such fronts were in too close 
proximity there would obviously be a 
danger, in the event of a fire in one win- 
dow, for the fire to spread to the window 
of the adjacent shop. The by-law sets 
a boundary line for the salient angle of 
such a front, the line being drawn at an 
angle of 45 degrees on plan from the 
centre of. the party wall or face of the 
adjoining wall as the case may be. In 
other words, the projection of the win- 
dow must not exceed the distance between 
the window and the centre line of the 
party wall or the face of the adjoining 
wall. An alternative is provided—that of 
building the intercepting pier bétween the 
shop front and the centre line of the 
party wall (or face of the adjoining wall) 
with the inch projection as previously 
described. : 


Fixing of Projections. 

Paragraph (2) of by-law No. 143 is an 
exact transcription of part of Sub-section 
(2) of Section 79 of the London Building 
Act, 1930, and provides for the adequate 
fixing of every balcony cornice or other 
projection to the satisfaction of the dis- 
trict surveyor. 

The remaining words of Section 79 (2) 
of the Act are “.. . no cornice shall 


exceed in projection 2 ft. 6 in. over the- 


public way.”. This requirement remains 
in the Act unrepealed.

THe annual luncheon of the Cast Concrete 
Products Association was- held at the Con- 
naught Rooms on Wednesday, December 14. 
Mr. G. B. Brader, M.Inst.C.E., M.1.Struct.E., 
presided. Ss 

‘Mr: E. C. Harris, F.S.1., in the course of 
an address, said ; It must be apparent to every 
surveyor that the introduction of cast concrete 
has made immense strides during the last 30 
or 40 years, but at the same time I am struck 
by the numerous uses to which cast concrete 
might be put; but which are not so common in 
this country. Why is it that this material is not 
even more popular at home than abroad? 
think perhaps it is to a certain extent due to 
a number of causes, but I think that salesman- 
ship must have something to do with it, and I 
am.one of those. who would. welcome the 
appearance on my office table more frequently 
of the latest particulars of those features which 
are now .produced in pre-cast concrete which 
have not hitherto come to-our notice, together 
with a few prices, and I think that in that way 
we on the professional side of the industry 
might become more concrete-minded. 

here is another wide avenue for explora- 
tion by the cast concrete specialists—namely, 
the application of the material to A.R.P. Con- 
sider for one moment the miles of trenches 
which have been dug through all our open 
spaces. Surely this is an ideal situation in 
which case concrete should be employed. 
I am not one of those who fly to cast stone 
merely on the ground of economy, but because 
I believe when I recommend it that cast stone 
is the proper medium and material to use in 
a given situation. 


Quality Before Price. 

1 am particularly pleased to know that mem- 
bers of this Association have a principle that 
they should place the improvement of quality 
before the improvement of price. In that I 
think they are wise, because once quality be- 
comes standardised and thoroughly reliable the 
improvement of price must follow. I also note 
that you welcome the introduction of British 
Standard Specifications wherever they apply. 
As a member of several of the technical com- 
mittees of that Institution, I am in complete 
agreement, and I should like to compliment 
this Association on the very great help which 
it has rendered to the-Institution in its com- 
mentary on the specification for walling blocks. 

That is my message to you to-day : Explore 
every avenue which may lead to the introduc- 
tion of cast concrete and cast stone for pur- 
poses for which it has not hitherto been applied 
in architecture and engineering, and particu- 
larly in its application to A.R.P., because I 
believe that there is a fruitful source of em- 
ployment before you in that respect. I would 
also urge the adoption of cast stone with those 
finishes which expose its own aggregate. 


Proposing the toast of ‘‘ The Guests,”’ the 
CuarrMaN referred to the close relations exist- 
ing between the C.C.P.A. and other bodies and 
institutions. 

Mr. Ewarr G. Cutpm, F.R.1LB.A.,

In the course of an address, Mr. H. 8. Goop- 

HART-RENDEL, P.R.1.B.A., said: In almost 
every industry hand-work is giving way to 
machine-work with a rapidity that makes the 
ordinary man accept the change as inevitable. 
It is inevitable if workers submit to it, but I 
cannot think it right that they should submit 
to it unconditionally. Most of you are going to 
be bricklayers and carpenters and plumbers 
and other sorts of tradesmen, and are, there- 
fore, going to spend most of your time in work 
that is also creative. You all know by your éx- 
perience in this school that doing a job well is 
an extremely satisfying thing, provided the job 
is one worth doing. You know, I am sure, how 
hard it sometimes is to stop work and wait. 
until to-morrow before going on with some- 
thing that interests-you, as hard as it is to shut 
an exciting book before you have finished it. 
I expect, also, that you feel—as I do when 
making a design that is going right—that the 
pleasure you get out of using the skill you 
have acquired is a sort of tonic to your self- 
respect that does _ all the good in the 
world. Now the self-respect of the craftsman 
rejoicing in his skilfulness is an absolutely 
essential ingredient in a happy working life. 
The devil may try to turn it mto arrogance or 
vanity, but the honest worker, however much 
he has learnt, will always be humbled by the 
thought of how much there still is that he 
cannot do. Bué the joy in making something 
well is the most valuable treasure life holds 
for any of us builders, and one we must fight 
for against all the organisers and economists 
and politicians in the world. 
_ In saying this I am not urging upon you an 
impossible fight for handicraft against. the 
machine. Such a fight would not only be use- 
less, but would also be unjustifiable. 


There are some things that machinery must 
always do best, and others that handicraft 
must always do best, and others again that 
handicraft does best for the time being until 
machinery shall be improved so as to do them 
better still. 


There is no denying that at present the 
average standard of skill in many trades is not 
as high as it should be, but schools such as 
yours ought eventually to put this right by the 
excellent example they set. For the moment 
we have many weaker brethren to deal with, 
and some who are idle and apathetic. To the 
idle and the apathetic no stimulus can be 
better than the disapproval of their fellow- 
craftsmen. 


When William Morris preached and worked, 
two generations ago, Victorian industrialists 
were not awake, in the main, to any sense of 
their shortcomings. To-day the public con- 
science is uneasy about the price we have paid 
and are still paying for our greedy commercial 
prosperity in the past. .Although, therefore 
much of Morris’s doctrine, such as his genera 
opposition to machinery, must be buried with 
his age, our world may be in no bad mood to 
listen again’ to the démands he made for the 
workman. 

If you are enjo 
hard to keep tha 
your work as your talisman through this 
difficult life. conomics, politics, progress, 
even education, may at times tempt you to 
barter it for bread-.and circuses—for money 
and more playtime, Remember that the laws 
of supply and demand with which you will be 
threatened are in the end subservient to the 
human will—that if they were not so sub- 
servient, it would be impossible to exercise 
our present control over trade processes 
dangerous to the bedy. The human will can 
exercise similar control over trade processes 
dangerous to.the soul, and I think it is up to 
your generation to see that it. does so.

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THE MANUFACTURE AND 
USES OF PLYWOOD 


LECTURE AT THE CARPENTERS’ HALL, 


THe course of lectures at Carpenters’ Hall, 
E.C., on subjects connected with joinery, con- 
cluded, a short time ago, with one by Mr. H. 
Ingham Ashworth, M.A., F.R.I.B.A., whose 
subject was ‘‘The Manufacture and Uses of 
Plywood.” Mr. L. Jacob, Past-Master of the 
Carpenters’ Company, presided. 3 

The lecturer said that the introduction of 
the use of plywood had proved one of the 

eatest innovations in joinery for centuries. 

he last ten years had witnessed a steady 
incfease in its use for all manner of purposes— 
building, furniture, coachwork, aircraft, etc. 
Two inventions had made the commercial use 
of plywood possible; one was the rotary pro- 
cess of cutting a thin veneer, and the other 
the invention of an adhesive (albumen) which, 
on the application of heat and pressure, be- 
came chemically fixed so that it was un- 
affected by damp. Towards the end of the 
nineteenth century plywood factories produc- 
ing on a commercial scale were established 
in what is now called Esthonia. Birch was 
used, there being large supplies of this wood 
available, and also by virtue of its suitability 
for -veneer-cutting and on account of its uni- 
formity and density. Later other woods were 
used, notably alder, a tree which flourishes 
throughout Eastern Europe. Afterwards 
came pine, while to-day many other woods 
from all over the world were used for the 
manufacture of plywood. Gaboon mahogany 
from West Africa was one of the best known 
and particularly useful on account of the 
large-size logs which could be procured and 
also the relative freedom from branches. 
Birch and alder still accounted for some 80 
per cent. to 90 per cent. of the plywood im- 
ported into this country. 

The trees were felled in the autumn or 
winter and taken by water to the factories. 
They were then kept immersed in water until 
required; if the logs were allowed to dry and 
weather in the ordinary manner cracks and 
fissures would develep during the process 
which would render the log useless for the 
manufacture of plywood. . When the time 
arrived for the logs to be converted into ply- 
wood the bark was stripped by means of a 
heavy spokeshave, operated by hand, and the 
logs were then sawn into suitable manageable 
lengths, say, some 5ft. to 6ft. long. The 
log was then placed on a rotary veneer cutter 
and. firmly held at each end by means of 
chucks and gradually rotated against a knife 
on,a@ screw thread. Thus a perfect wood 
cylinder was first-formed and then the veneer 
was. peeled off in a continuous strip. The 
log was thus reduced to a cylindrical core 
some two to four inches in diameter, which 
might be cut-up for the manufacture of pack- 
ing cases or used on the furnaces. It might 
be necessary to steam the timber before cut- 
ting, but this was not usual with birch, 
though sometimes in winter the logs had to 
be thawed by immersion in hot water before 
being put on to the cutters. 

As the veneer was peeled off it was wound 
on toa bobbin and then taken to be cut into 
suitable widths and dried. The sheets of 
veneer were then placed in ovens and dried 
under carefully regulated temperatures. It 
was this process which gave plywood such a 
great advantage over ordinary timber. The 
very thin veneers could be dried without 
cracking and the process was so controlled 
that the moisture content of the finished 
boards remained at some 10 per cent. to 14 
per.cent. When the veneers left the drier 
they. were about 10 per cent. narrower across 
the grain and about 7 per cent. less in thick- 
ness. The change along the grain was im- 
material. 

After drying, the veneers were graded and 
stacked for cementing. This process might 
be effected by either a wet or a dry process; 
from the architect’s point of view the wet 
process produced. boards which were only. 


suitable for work of a temporary character. 
In the manufacture of three-ply the inner 
¥eneer passed through rollers which spread 
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the binding cement evenly on both its sur- 
faces; it was then placed at right angles to 
the grain of the upper and lower sheets and 
placed in a hot press for a few minutes. The 
time the boards were left in the press varied, 
of course, with the type and thickness of 
the board being manufactured. During this 
process the cement binder underwent a 
chemical change, and if successfully executed 
the three veneers were bound into board and 
the individual veneers or laminations could 
not be separated. Upon removal from the 
press the boards were set on edge to cool, 
were then cut to the exact standard size, and 
removed to a machine which scraped and 
sanded the surfaces. They were then sorted 
and packed into crates for export. 

The lecturer then explained the process of 
wet manufacture and also the manner of 
specifying plywood. The relative merits and 
advantages of plywood as a material were 
enumerated, and the lecture terminated with 
a series of slides illustrating its many varied 
uses,

[A correspondent contributes the following 
answer: “‘It is presumed that by ‘stone 
dust’ is meant crushed stone. Crushed stone 
can be used so long as it is not too fine, say, 
not less than 7 in.’’] 


Damp Walls in Bedroom. 

Srr,—I have been called in to remedy the 
damp walls of a bedroom. The bedroom is a 
west room and the damp shows on all the 
walls, but not very much on the chimney. I 
have inspected the cavity, which is clear and 
dry, and the wall ties are clean. This damp- 
ness has shown itself for about three years— 
the walls have been papered each year, and 
there have been fires constantly in use in the 
house. I should be glad to hear readers’ 
opinions on this matter.

Surface Water Drainage. 

Smr,—A pair of semi-detached houses on 
a new building estate have been troubled with 
an overflow of surface water which has run 
down the bank and flooded the paving at the 
back of the houses. The water from the back 
of house owned by ‘‘A’’ has flowed across the 
back of house owned by “‘ B,”” who put up an 
obstruction to prevent the water passing across 
his land. ‘‘A’’ objected to this, saying he 
had-a right of drainage over ‘‘ B’s”’ land. 
Is this correct? The fault appears to be the 
builder’s, who made the paving to both houses 
to fall towards ‘‘ B.”’ Water. 


[The following answer has been contributed 
by a correspondent : ‘‘ Presumably the semi- 
detached houses were recently built; con- 
sequently, neither ‘A’ nor ‘“‘B”’ has acquired 
an ancient right to discharge water flowin 
over the surface from each other’s land an 
over the land of the other. It follows that 
both ‘‘A’”’ and ‘‘B”’ are entitled to embank 
against each other to prevent the flow of 
water over each other’s land, and if either of 
them allows the water to remain on his land 
it may become a* nuisance and actionable. 
Though the question is not asked, it may be 
pointed out, both ‘‘A”’ and ‘‘ B ”’ may be pro- 
ceeded against by the owner of the land also 
from which the water flows if they interrupt 
the natural flow of the water from his land, 
for he has acquired an ancient right to dis- 
charge.’’] 


_ Close-Boarded Fences. 
Srr,—Is there a definite ruling upon how 


a close-boarded fence should be erected? If 
this type of fence is to be repairable from 
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the owner’s. side, surely the boards should be 
on that side. In this district the boarded 
face is generally away from the owner, which 
entails trespass to replace boards. There is 
a local argument that by so erecting, 4 in, 
of space is gained, but taking a row of pro.

perties this argument fails. This trouble 
arises after every gale, and often posts have

In the laying out of building 
sites the trouble with neighbours would cease 
if the T-mark, indicating ownership, was the 
side to fix the boards from. 


MAINTENANCE. 
[The following answer has been contributed 
by a correspondent: ‘‘ The rules as to the 


ownership of a wooden fence are stated in 
Creswell on ‘ Dilapidations and Waste,’ on 
page 85 (published by The Builder). The 
posts and rails to which the paling or board- 
ing is fixed are always placed on the land 
of the owner of the fence, and the nails fixing 
the paling or boarding are driven towards the 
land of the owner of the fence. This enables 
the fence itself to be placed at the utmost 
limi’ of each owner’s land; and in laying out 
an estate it is found that this is the most 
convenient and useful way to do it.. There 
is, however, no rule of law as to all this, and 
querist. can quite well lay out fences on the 
lines he indicates, but very careful records 
should be kept as to ownership of fences, else 
if these are lost the rules above outlined are 
followed in determining the ownership.’’ |

Copper Cylinders.

Srr,—Although the installation of a copper 
calorifier in a domestic hot-water system 
using galvanised iron piping would give com- 
pletely satisfactory results, it would be pre- 
ferable to use copper piping. The chief 
advantages of a copper calorifier is that it 
retards the formation of scale and furring of 
the boiler and primary circulating. pipes, 
where scale formation is most general, Such 
scale as may be formed is chiefly in the 
cylinder of the calorifier, and this can easily 


~ be cleaned out. As is fairly well known, some 


waters, without having any definite chemical 
action on the pipes through which they flow, 
deposit a layer of inert matter which, while 
forming a protective inner covering to ‘he 
metal piping, also tends to reduce the bore 
and to check the delivery of water. A. FE.

Gas Grid Plan Begun. 

First steps have been taken to establish in 
this country a vast scheme to make, if 
possible, British industry entirely independent 
of imported fuel supplies by means of a 
great underground network of pipe-lines for 
pumping coal-gas of the purest quality, under 
high pressure, from key points to the gas 
undertakings, which will distribute to the con- 
suming factories. 

Sponsored by the £4,700,000 United King- 
dom Gas Corporation, which controls 73 gas 
undertakings in contiguous groups in various 
parts of the country, Britain’s first gas grid 
is to be established in West Yorkshire, where 
a wide variety of industries is located. The 
scheme is the initial fulfilment of plans pre- 
pared over many years by Colonel W. 
Moncrieff Carr, O.B.E., T.D., managing 
director of the United Kingdom Gas Corpora- 
ticn, and is the first of its kind ever to receive 
Parliamentary sanction. The full scheme 
envisaged is a vast national programme.

The total 
value of aluminium products made in the 
United States was $180,694,497 in 1937, com- 
paring with $113,132,721 in 1935, and 
$66,151,305 in 1933. Production in 1937 was 
nearly 60 per cent. higher than in 1935.
